In Bcotland, apart
frommn the blg cities there are over
200 burghs, one-half of which have but
ten miles of rond aplece to maintain
Newdless to say, such a wminute mile-
nge Ils insufMclent to keep the road
plant fully occupled all the year
around, and renders the employment
aof o skilled englneer impossible for
economical reasons,

Officials of the office of publie roads
when called upon for assistance by the
various states are pointing out that
road bullding ls an art based on a
sclence, and that traiped men and ex
perienced men are pecessary o se-
cure the best results from the expendl-
ture of road funds,

Statisticians have foupd that al-
though the average expenditure on the
Improvement of roads exceads one mil-
Hon dollars a day, a large portion of
the money In the United States Is
wasted because of the fallure to build
the right type of road to, meet the
local requirementa or the fallure to
praovide for the continued maintenance
of the lmprovement.

The various states and counties
within the past slx months have
tnken a greater interest in road lm-
provement than ever before in the
history of the United t8ates, and there
Is now a strong movement to con-
sorve the roads of the country where
they nre improved. Scientific mainte-
nance will be one of the chief fea-
tures of the work of the office of pub-
le roads throughout the present year.
